The shifting of camps to sum­ 
mer locations and tentative plans 
for reducing the number of CCC 
camps in Indiana from 28 to 21 
as a part of the national program 
reducing the CCC will have no 
effect on the April enrollment in 
Indiana, Miss Lowell said. 
work mak e • Under the Act extending the 
CCC to July , 1940, restrictions 
limiting membership to those 
whose families are on relief have 
been lifted. Under present regu­ 
lations any unemploy ed y outh 
between the ages of 17 to 23 
y ears who is unmarried, in good 
health and in need of employ ­ 
ment may enroll for member­ 
ship. However, preference is still 
given those who have needy de­ 
pendents. 
Minimum periods of enlist­ 
ment are for six months and no 
y outh may remain in the corps 
for more than 18 months either 
consecutive or accumulative, ser­ 
vice to be computed from July , 
1937. If a y outh resigns from the 
corps he must wait 
for six 
months before re-enlisting. 
While in camp the y oung men 
are supplied well-fcook ed, whole­ 
some food; supplied with ample, 
warm clothing and furnished 
comfortable living quarters. In 
addition, they are paid $30 per 
month, part of which must be 
allotted to dependents if they are 
in need. If the member has no 
dependents, he may deposit a 
portion of his wages with the 
camp finance officer to be held 
until completion of his enlist­ 
ment.

highway s in proportion to their 
use of the roads and the damage 
truck traffic does to roads. 
“The 1937 General Assembly 
enacted a general weight tax 
law to equalize this form of tax ­ 
ation by including private as 
well as “for hire” truck s. 
.“In y our study of the weight 
tax law, I should lik e to k now 
whether the tax as it operates is 
lair to all those taxed.”

Hapsburgs that haunt the ancient castles along 
the Blue Danube, wander in a strangely alien at­ 
mosphere along the boulevards of Vienna, move 
along the mountain roads and through the pass­ 
es of the Tyrol. 
They were a proud race, born to rule, and, as 
the years and the centuries passed, they left 
their imprint upon the blood-soak ed earth of 
Europe, through try anny , through enlightened 
government, through oppression, through no­ 
bility and courage. 
Each new generation brought with it a Haps- 
burg k ing or queen, some strong and wise, oth­ 
ers weak and cruel, but most of them regal, 
wearing their robes and ermine well, lording it 
over the common people with sternness and 
hauteur. 
' 
The Hapsburgs and their peopled block ed the 
path of the wild hordes that came surging 
across the borders of Asia. They dominated the 
Swiss, the Slav, the Bohemian and the Dutch. 
Prince Eugene outflank ed the Sun King of 
Prance. Maria Therese defended the frontiers of 
her land against Russia, France and Prussia. A 
Hapsburg daughter gained immortality as she 
mounted to the guillotine. 
An old man, impervious to the influences of 
progress, tolerance or enlightenment, so far as 
the interests of the masses were concerned, re­ 
tained a tenuous hold upon a heterogeneous em­ 
pire until the cataclysm of the World War came. 
And now the Austria that the ages k new, that 
gave good and bad rulers to the world, k nights 
to chivalry, music, art and romance to life, is no 
more, having been consumed in the fulfillment 
of a paperhanger’s dream. 


The peak was reached in January , 1938, with 
sales of $133,000,000. 
The sale of “Baby Bonds” filles a number of 
purposes apart from serving as an effective 
means through which the Government can raise 
needed funds. Being available in denominations 
sufficiently small to permit purchase by individ­ 
uals and families in average financial circum­ 
stances, they naturally have a wide appeal. 


CO-ORDINATION NEED 
Emphasis is given the problem arising from the 
lack of co-ordinated administration of unemploy­ 
ment compensation and direct relief by the tes­ 
timony of William Hodson, New York City’s com­ 
missioner of welfare, before the Senate’s special 
committee on unemployment and relief. He sub­ 
stantiated in large part the earlier statement by 
Chairman Gray of the New York State Advisory 
Council. 
Both these friendly critics speak from the ex­ 
perience so far had in their home state, where 
unemployment benefits became payable the first 
of the year. 
Enough has already occurred in New York and 
some of the other states now mak ing payments 
to indicate that unless relief, unemployment 
compensation and re-employment service can be 
better integrated there is real danger of the ma­ 
chinery “becoming too cumbersome to function,” 
to say nothing oi tile extra expense. Just how 
this desired end can best be realized remains to 
be clarified.

“ SEEING EACH MAN CLEARLY” 
Monday, March 28. “He . . . saw every man clearly.” Read Mark 
8:22-26. 
Each one of us has to go through some such gradual process as 
this. Our selfish inclination is to see ourselves, and no 
o n e else. 
Our education compels us to become aware of humqp beings around 
us, but too much of our education is a business of identifying and 
disposing of other persons “as trees walk ing” — as general types 
and classes. Thus we talk about “the capitalist, the unemployed, 
the socialist, the bourgeois, the criminal, the proletariat, the intel­ 
lectual, the Catholic, the Protestant.” Such terms are crude mental 
filing devices. Human beings are more than cards in an index. 
It is the business of religion — particularly of the Christian re­ 
ligion— to mak e us “see every man clearly.” Christianity has 
more affinities with art than with science. Science deals with ab­ 
stractions, art always deals with a single individual object. Wil­ 
liam Wordsworth habitually saw one thing, — the single tree, the 
lonely sheep, the solitary shepherd. Our modern Christianity, in its 
passion to become scientifically respectable, has almost forgotten 
how to be artistic. Therefore its god, lik e itself, is interested in 
types and classes, rather than individuals. 
Pray er: Open thou our eyes, O Lord, that, being saved from the 
blindness of self-interest and from the half-sight of an imperfect 
k nowledge, we may see our world and our fellows with perfect 
clarity: through Jesus Christ our Lcrd. Amen.

Peace, Says General Crai g 


“The preservation of peace is 
not a mere passive duty,” said 
General Malin Craig, chief of 
staff of the Army, in a letter ad­ 
d re s t to Major Edwin S. Bettel- 
heiiu, Jr., the Adjutant General 
of the Military Order of the 
World War, endorsing the com­ 
ing Army Day celebration on 
April 6th next, under the spon­ 
sorship of the Order. 
He called attention to the fact 
that Army Day will provide an 
occasion for the public to learn 
more about our army and to bear 
in mind that, “with the actual 
and threatened hostilities engag­ 
ing the attention of many na­ 
tions today, it is prudent fore­ 
thought to consider our defens­ 
es.’ 
General Craig’s letter reads as 
follows: 
“Adjutant General, Military 
Order of the World War : 
“In view of present world con­ 
ditions the observance of Army 
Day on April sixth next has a 


special significance. We are re­ 
minded that while the clash of 
arms resounds over a consider­ 
able portion of the earth’s sur­ 
face, America happily remains at 
peace. By noting the death and 
destruction that so sorely afflicts 
so much of the word’s population 
we should be specially grateful 
that the nations of the western 
world are at peace. 
“The preservation of peace is 
not a mere passive duty. It re­ 
quires the active cooperation of 
ail of our citizens. One of the 
means whereby our peace may 
be maintained is to so streng­ 
then our defenses as to mak e re­ 
mote the possibility of any suc­ 
cessful attack on our territory or 
our sovereignty. 
“Army Pay will provide an oc­ 
casion for the public to learn of 
the organization and strength of 
our army. With actual and 
threatened hostilities engaging

Mex ican go v ernment o fficials, 
in acco rdance with President La- 
Zaro Cardenas’ admo nitio ns to 
co nsider the United States treas­ 
u ry ’s actio n “with serenity and 
ju stice,” declined to co mment. 
While stru ggling with gigantic 
financial pro blems created by 
taking o v er the o il indu stry and 
try ing to ru n it efficiently , Mex i­ 
co was co nfro nted with an al­ 
mo st u nbeliev able decline in the 
peso fro m its already lo w lev el 
o f 4.20 to the do llar. 
Bankers said the Mex ican go v ­ 
ernment co u ld abso rb a go o d 
part o f the su rplu s silv er pro ­ 
du ctio n by co ining new silv er 
peso s. 
Silv er pro du ctio n has 
been cu t in half by the clo sing 
o f Ascaro ’s refinery in Mo nter­ 
rey . 
The newly -fo rmed petro leu m 
co u ncil headed by Vicente Co r­ 
tes Herrera, which will u nder­ 
take to o perate the indu stry , 
co mpleted its o rganizatio n and 
named mino r fu nctio naries to 
help “no rmalize” pro du ctio n. 
At the same time it was an­ 
no u nced that the go v ernment is 
preparing to tu rn o v er the Na­ 
tio nal Railway s, which Cardenas 
ex pro priated in Ju ne, 1937 , to 
48,000 wo rkers fo r o peratio n. 
The 8 ,526-mile railway •sy stem, 
natio nalized in the same fashio n 
as is being tried with the o il in­ 
du stry , bu t with far less pro ­ 
test, has been o perated since the 
middle o f December by an au ­ 
to no mo u s railway 
department 
headed by Anto nio Madrazo . 
The change to o peratio n by 
wo rkers’ u nio ns was ex pected to 
be no minal, altho u gh details o f 
the transactio n were no t giv en 
o u t. 
Co rtes Herrera to ld newsmen 
th at sev eral sco res o f tank cars, 
pro perty o f United States co m­ 
panies bu t rented to Mex ican o il

necessities”

$4 00,000,000 has been inv ested,

tral award sharply increasing 
wag es and g iv ing o ther bene­ 
fits to 18 ,000 Wo rkers.

natio ns was intended to ho ld 
back rapid changes in 
silv er 
price. The United States carried 
the bu rden, bu y ing 14 times its 
qu o ta in fo u r y ears. 
At the time the Lo ndo n agree­ 
ment died, go v ernment eco no ­ 
mists predicted the wo rld silv er 
price wo u ld no t be affected be­ 
cau se the United States v irtu ally 
co ntro lled the price herself. 
Withdrawal o f the silv er pu r­ 
chases, so me clo se o bserv ers said, 
might pro mpt Mex ico to co m­ 
pensate American o il co mpanies 
mo re qu ickly and mo re 
fu lly 
than it might o therwise do . 
As a basis fo r go v ernment ac­ 
tio n here, the fo u r American o il 
co mpanies inv o lv ed already hav e 
co mplained to the state depart­ 
ment against “a manifest denial 
o f ju stice.” 
A sho rt while ago , there had 
been specu latio n that America 
might withdraw her su ppo rt o f 
the Mex ican silv er indu stry be­ 
cau se o f that natio n’s tariff po li­ 
cies. So me American bu siness 
men had pro tested against cer­ 
tain practices they co nsidered 
harmfu l. 
As in the case o f o il wells, 
Americans hav e been heav y in­ 
v esto rs in Mex ican silv er mines. 
The fo reign po licy asso ciatio n 
said in 1938 that “Mex ico ’s silv er 
mines are o wned predo minantly 
by Americans.” 
Silv er, a histo ric battlegro u nd 
o f American po litics, became a 
pro minent facto r in the New 
Deal eco no mic pro gram in 1933. 
Seeking to raise farm prices and 
to stimu late silv er mine emplo y ­ 
ment, the Ro o sev elt adm inistra­ 
tio n wo n fro m co ngress au tho rity 
to pay mo re than the market 
price fo r silv er. 
In 1934, the treasu ry was au th­ 
o rized to bu y eno u gh silv er to 
match ev ery do llar’s wo rth o f 
go ld in its v au lts with three do l­ 
lar’s wo rth o f silv er. This go al 
was nev er achiev ed.
